1. STANLEY R. KOCHENDERFER, AMCIT. GENERAL MANAGER OF MALTA 
INTERNATIONAL AIVIATION CO., LTD. (MIACO) HAS INFORMED US 
THAT MALTA CIVAIR AUTHORITIES ARE SERIOUSLY CONSIDERING 
CHANGING FROM BRITISH ARB SYSTEM TO FAA SYSTEM FOR 
REGISTRATION, MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION OF CIVIL AIRCRAFT. 
KOCHENDERFER HAS BEEN CALLED TO MEETING WITH GOM CIVIL
